September Weather 
‘For Alberta . 


The month of September in 
| Alberta will be characterized by 
| brief sporadic showers occurring 
‘on several occasions. The total 
‘amounts of precipitation will 
‘fall somewhat short of the nor- 
‘mal, however, because none of 
'the shower periods appear to be 
(‘important enough to produce 
{very significant rainfall. Tem- 
| peratures will be generally war- 
|mer than usual. The beginning 
| of fall will show a definite trend 
| toward an Indian Summer type 
interval, as temperature aver- 
ages over most of the province 
prove to be between two and 
four degrees warmer than nor- 
mal. Even though the month is 
expected to turn out. warmer 
Roceo normal, you will have to 

watch for cooler temperaturés 
‘during the latter part of Sep 
| tember. The first near, or slight- 
ly below, freezing temperatures 
| will occur during the coolest 
|period. Brisk mornings will. be 
followed -however with beauti- 
ful days typical of the month.

Precautions Against Insects 

In Newly Stored Grain 

Because stored grain insects 
have become quite a problem in 
Western Canada in recent years, 
as a result of farmers having to 
store quantities of grain for a 
fairly long period of time, offi- 
cials concerned with controlling 
these insects, strongly recom- 
mend the careful cleaning out, 
spraying and weather-proofing 
of all bins before they are filled 
with 1957 grain. — 

Caked grain remaining in emp- 
ty bins is very likely to contain 
msect pests and shoul@be burn- 
ed during the cleaning out pro- 
cess. At the same time, grain 
spilled on the ground around 
granary doors should be destroy- 
ed or fed. When it hhas,\been thor- 
oughly cleaned out, the inside 
of the bin may be sprayed with 
some suitable insecticide; usual- 
ly applied at the rate of about 1 


gallon per 1,000 sq. ft. of sur- :
